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Over  a century  before  the  English  colonies  along  the  east  coast 
of  America  united  to  form  a new  nation,  a French  missionary, 
Father  Jacques  Marquette,  beached  his  canoe  amid  the  rushes 
and  wild  rice  at  the  Milwaukee  River’s  mouth  on  the  shores  of 
Lake  Michigan,  site  of  the  future  leading  metropolis  of  a great 
and  wealthy  state. 

Louis  Joliet,  La  Salle,  the  English  trader  Alexander  Henry,  La 
Franboise,  Mirandeau,  and  others  followed  briefly  for  more  than 
a century  before  Jacques  Vieau  and  Solomon  Juneau,  Milwau- 
kee’s first  mayor,  established  a permanent  fur  trading  post  here 
about  1C20.  Though  La  Salle  had  recorded  the  French  version  of 
the  Indian  word  “Millioke”  meaning  “good  lands,”  for  which 
Milwaukee  is  named,  the  early  city  was  divided,  like  Gaul,  in 
three  parts,  and  was  known  as  Juneautown,  Kilbourntown,  and 
Walker’s  Point,  after  its  three  founders.  Each  of  the  three  areas 
having  been  independently  planned,  none  of  the  streets  approach- 
ed the  river  at  the  same  places,  and  today’s  diagonal  bridges 
and  hap-hazard  street  patterns  are  a memorial  to  the  rivalry 
which  preceded  the  incorporation  of  the  three  settlements  into 
city  wards  in  1846. 

Defeat  of  the  intellectual  liberals  in  Germany  in  1848  brought  to 
Milwaukee  an  influx  of  fine  citizens  of  Germanic  origin,  who 
soon  comprised  the  major  portion  of  the  population.  Not  only  by 
sheer  weight  of  numbers,  but  by  their  inherent  love  of  thea- 
tre, fine  music,  literature,  art,  lectures,  and  habits  of  good  liv- 
ing, they  made  the  90’s  the  Golden  Age  of  Milwaukee.  The 
“forty-eighters”  brought  their  turnvereins,  biergartens,  and 
weinstubes  to  the  American  Munich,  as  the  city  came  to  be  call- 
ed, and  whole  families  gathered  in  the  landscaped  groves,  some 
of  which  accommodated  many  thousands  of  people,  to  hear  con- 
certs, dance,  and  take  part  in  gymnastics  and  debates.  Martini’s 
coffee  shop  was  a symbol  of  the  charm  of  Milwaukee’s  Stamm- 
tisch  days,  recorded  by  Edna  Ferber  in  her  book,  “Dawn  O’Hara.” 

City-owned  riparian  rights  make  Milwaukee  lake  front  parks, 
airports,  and  harbour  facilities  unusually  good.  Debt-free  be- 
cause of  good  government  and  careful  municipal  planning,  Mil- 
waukee looks  confidently  toward  her  future  as  a great  lake  gate- 
way to  the  American  Northwest. 
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It  is  with  considerable  pride  and  satisfaction  that  I 
am  privileged  to  present  to  you  this,  my  first,  Nation- 
al Convention  Sale. 

It  has  been  accomplished  only  with  the  help  and  co- 
operation of  a great  many  friends,  particularly  mem- 
bers of  the  Milwaukee  Coin  Club,  A.  N.  A.  Officers, 
and  the  many  collectors  who  consigned  the  fine  ma- 
terial presented  in  this  catalogue. 

I shall  be  eternally  grateful  for  the  confidence  and 
complete  cooperation  of  those  whose  help  I solicited 
in  the  preparation  of  this  Sale,  and  without  which  it 
could  not  have  been  accomplished. 

I wish  to  thank  all  of  those  who  contributed  to  the 
compilation  of  this  Catalogue  and  hope  that  my  efforts 
to  conduct  a fine  Auction  will  meet  with  success.

I owned  this  coin  for  the  second 
time  in  1948  when  I purchased  his  splendid  collection  of  Cents. 
It  was  sold  immediately  to  a prominent  Southern  collector  who 
has  consigned  it,  along  with  other  items,  for  this  Sale. 

This  coin  compares  favorably  with  the  Hines  specimen  which  is 
the  perfect  date,  and  the  only  other  1799  Large  Cent  with  any

claim  to  being  Uncirculated  (recently  purchased  by  an  Ohio  col- 
lector for  $1,800.00).  The  over-date  is  much  the  rarer  of  the  two 
varieties. 

Large  Cents  are  one  of  the  most  popular  of  the  United  States 
series.  The  1799  is  the  rarest  date,  the  over-date  being  the  rarer 
of  the  two.  Consequently,  this  Uncirculated  specimen  of  the  1799 
over-date,  without  a doubt  the  finest  known,  is  one  of  the  most 
sought-after  coins  and,  as  such,  is  one  of  the  most  valuable.  I am 
not  predicting  what  price  this  coin  will  bring,  but  there  should 
be  some  spirited  bidding  and  see  no  reason  why  it  should  sell  for 
less  than  in  1945.
